AFTER MR. COHN. 

An Interesting Sequel to the Edel-~ 
man Case. 

Asasequel tothe trial of Henry Edel- 
man upon acharge of presenting fraudu- 
lent claims to the County Treasurer for al- 
lowance, there was yesterday commenced 
in Department Four of the Superior Court 
the trial of the civil suit of the county of 
Los Angeles against L. B. Cohn. This is 
an action to recover $2062 which the de- 
fendant Cohn secured on fraudulent war- 
rants between August 1, 1888, and Septem- 
ber 1, 1889, 


The sum of $2062 is the net total amount 
that was paid to Cohn on warrants issued 
to supposed jurors upon the jury lists re- 
turned by Henry Edelman trom Depart- 
ment One of the Superivr Court during the 
time above stated. ; 

Cohn was the all-essential witness in the 
trial which closed yesterd:y, but whose 
memory would not adinit of his recollecting 
trom-whom he received all of these war- 
rants, which cover a sum of over $2000, 

The attorneys for the defense asked for a 
continuance of the case on the ground that 
the defendant Cohn was ill. The judge de- 
nied the motion. 

The introduction of testimony then com- 
menced on the part of the plaintiff. It was 
very similar to the testin.ony which has al- 
ready been shown in the Edelman case. 

The various warrants upon which Cohn 
received the money, were introduced in 
evidence. They are indorsed by the party 
in whose favor they are drawn, “per L. B. 
Cohn.” County ‘Treasurer Banbury identi- 
fied the indorsement upon the back of the 
several warrants as that of L. B. Cohn,

A Talk on fax-Collecting. 
FOR THE CONSOLIDATION OF CITY AND 
_ COUNTY TAX COLLECTOR. 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 18.—{To the 
Editor ot ‘Lue ‘times.| I see a move 
is talked of to combine the office of 
City Collector of ‘Taxes with that of 
County Collector. 1 sincerely hope this 
may be accomplished. ‘here is po one 
thing talked of that would at once 
combine the saving uf eo much to the 
city as such, and to the people in the 
way of time and trouble, that means 
more money. 

Seme have suggested that the office 
of City Assessor should also be abol- 
ished, and the county assessment be 
adopted us the basis of city taxation. 
But the proprety of this may be 
doubted, ‘Che basis of assessment for 
city tuxation must necessarily, at times 
if pot always, be higher than for 
county and State purposes, as the city 
is limited in tlre per centum of the 
amount it is authorized to. levy, 
or the limitation be abolished. But 
however that may be, there can be 


no reasonable doubt but that if our. 


city taxes could be placed upon the 
samne books and collected at the same 
time, under identically the same pro- 
visions of law as State and county 
taxes, it would save the city probably | 
90 per cent of the present cost of col- 
lecting her revenue and the Laxpayer 
avery large amount of time and in- 
convenience, to say nothing of the per- 
plexing trouble that occurs to people 
not tamiliar with such things. People 
often think when they have paid taxes 
in one placa that is all till they find 
their property advertised or soid for 
either city or county tax which they 
had neglected to pay. ‘That this is en- 
tirely practicable I think is beyond 
question. ‘The writer held the oflice of 


Alderman for several yearsin an East- 


ern city where almost the same con-. 
dition of things prevailed as prevails 
hére now, ‘The city was working 


* under a special charter granted by the 


Legislature, before the adoption of a

these facts up to the County Collector, 
whom the law required to place the 
amount of these taxes, consolidated in 
a column on his books, and collect the 
Same in like manner as State and 
county taxes.

Now, it is frequently the 
cuse, a street is ordered improved, the 
assessinent made, declared delinquent 
and property sold without the owner 
knowing anything about it,even though 
he lives here in the city.

A MARVELOUS MESMERIST. 


People Hypnotized at WIIll by- the 
.Wonderful Glance of an Eye. 
[Minneapolis Dispatch in the Chicago Times.1 
Herbert L. Fiint is a mesmerist and 
has the power of fascinating by : the 
eye. It is a black, fierce, flashing 
eye he has, and he has the power of 
throwing men into a bypnotic state 
and putting them entirely at his 
mercy by the power of his glance. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Fiint 
gave a private exhibition of his 
power toa party of newspapér men 
aod ph sicians. -He had two young 
men there as ‘‘subjecis,” with whom 
he had been working for the last week 
and whom he was able to throw into a 
trance by the mere wave of the hand. 
The first thing he did was to take 
one young man, and by pressing his 
hand upon his temple and his heart, 
lowered his pulse from ninety-six to 
seventy-one beats per minute, then he 
raised the boy’s pulse to 100. He 
‘laid him upon a couple of chairs, 
his head on one and his shoul- 
ders on the other, told him to be still, 
and four men, including Mr. Flint 
himself, who is a large man, and 
weighs perhaps 225 pounds, climbed 
upon the boy, but he was stiff asa 
board. Then the mesmerist told him 
to hold out his arm rigidly, and two 
men were unable to bend it. The mes- 
merist clapped his hands, the boy came 
to with a start, knew nothing of what 
had happened, but moved his eyes 
drowsily, and said that he felt as 
though he had been asleep. 

Then the operator took the other 
young manin hand. He put him to 
sleep by darting at him with tbose 
flashing eye’ of his. He took a needle. 
gathered his skin together, and ran 
the needle and thread through his 
arm several times. 

“You will notice that the blood flows 
at the wound. Now-.I will stop the 
circulation, said he. 

He took the needle, ran his fingers 
across the boy’s cheek several times, 
pushed it through the flesh and pulled 
itout again. There was not the least 
sign of a move, not the slightest 
quiver of pain. 

Then he took the young man, laid 
him out on the chaira and made one 
side of his body limp and sensitive of 
pain the other rigid and insensible. 
On one side he was able to prick the 
subject, lay his finger on his eyeball 
without the slightest responsive quiver 
of pain.

ELECTRICITY VERSUS GAS 


‘Something About the Specifications 

-An Annual Church Meet-

Now that the fire-alarm system is 
settled upon, interest naiurally centers 
in the future lighting of our streets.
